We respectfully submit the following textual report ‘about 
what the State Library has done and is currently doing relative to 
bibliographic control of the publications of both the legislative 


and executive branches of the Commonwealth, 


In 1957 the Legislative Research Bureau and the State Library 
prepared the first edition of the “Index of Special Reports Authorized 
by the General Court". This edition was published by the Bureau in 
mimeograph form and it included special reports issued for the calendar 
years 1900-1957. The second edition of the Index, also mimeographed, 
came out in 1962. The third edition which extended this coverage to 
1966 appeared as Massachusetts House document no. 3838 of 1966. 
Approximately five hundred copies of this edition were provided with 
card-board covers with the inside back covers: containing a pocket to 
hold a supplement. We are pleased to report that the first supplement 
to ae third edition is being prepared and we hope to publish it in the 


naxvelLascalsyear. 


From February, 1962 the State Library has been distributing 
a ieosracned monthly bulletin entitled "Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
Publications received at the Massachusetts State Library during the 
Menta Of se" A cumulation covering the calendar years 1962-1966 as 
well a supplement cumulation for 1967 are being prepared by the State 
Library at this time. The monthly bulletin lists publications issued 
by the various agencies of the executive branch of the Commonwealth, 
As far as we can make out our bulletin and cumulations are the first 
efforts to gain bibliographic control of all the publications issued 


by the executive branch of the Commonwealth.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 


I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
_ work done in the State Library of Massachusetts during the year 
ending June 30, 1967, | | 
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As the following table dealing with accessions indicates, 
the State Library acquires material by. means of purchase, exchange, 
deposit and gift. For all intents and purposes what the library 
acquires as a depository is dependent on exchange. Therefore, the 


basic methods of acquisition are purchase, exchange and gift. 


We wish to address ourselves to the matter of exchange. 

- Although the State Library of Massachusetts had its official 
beginning with the enactment of Chapter 123 of the Laws of 1826, 
its actual origin may be traced to Chapter 70 of the Resolves of 
1811 (entitled a "Resolve providing for an Exchange of Laws with 
the several States in the Union") directing the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth to set up a "present and future annual exchange of 
statutes for use of the executive and legislative departments... 
estatutes to go> to each of the States in the Union that shall 
agree to forward their Statutes in return". Thus was derived the 
impetus for the formation of State Libraries throughout the Country 
and the universal system of state exchanges of not only statutes but 


judicial decisions and other important official state documents. 


Through the years, we have extended our exchange agreements 
so that now we: not only have them with the fifty states but also with 
the Federal Bovernment, some foreign governments, various colleges 
and universities and with numerous private institutions, Exchange 
not only accounts for two-thirds of our anrual acquisitions but it 
also is responsible for approximately two-thirds of the one million, 


more or less, volumes on our shelves, 
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The material that we have accumulated as a result of exchange makes 


us a "one of a kind" library in the field of government documents. 


At the present time most of the States and the Federal 
Government have recognized the importance of exchange to their 
libraries by enacting general statutes requiring the setting aside 
of certain quantities of official publications for purposes of 


exchange. 


Unfortunately, we in Massachusetts only have the following 
piece-meal legislation: 1) Chapter 5, section 7 of the General Laws 
which provides that the Secretary of State shall place in the State 
Library ten copies of each of the public document series for purposes 
of exchange. 2) Chapter 5, section 10 of the General Laws provides 
that the Secretary of State shall distribute ten copies of the 
legislative journals to the State Library, 3) Chapter 5, section 11 
of the General Laws which provides that the Secretary of State 
shall furnish the State “ibrary with two-hundred copies of the 


General Court manual. 


Although no statute provides how many copies of session laws 
and Supreme Judicial Court Reports the Secretary of State shall 
provide the State Library for purposes of exchange, for the past 
many years and at the present time the Secretary does provide ample 
copies for exchange purposes. However, there are many other state 
documents, particularly legislative documents, that are sought for 
by our exchange partners which are not covered by statute thus 
creating many obstacles to our efforts to secure copies for purposes 


of exchange. 
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Even the cooperation of the Secretary of State relative to session 
laws and Supreme Court reports becomes delayed at times, especially 
when a new Secretary of State takes office or there is change in his 


personnel who are responsible for this matter, 


Since the maintenance of exchange agreements are so vital 
to the State Library and since our ability to comply with these 
agreements rests on such shaky foundations, we respectfully request 
that legislation be enacted requiring that the State Library be 
supplied with sufficient copies of all state publications for 


purposes of exchange.
